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THE FALL ELECTION.

Axtna the officers to be elested by the oiti-
zons of Philadelphia in Ootober are two of
her most important municipsl officials—the
Mayor and Distriot Attorney; and the politi-
cians have beon busy for months in making
arrangements to control the conventions
whioh will nominate the Republioan and De-
mooratio candidates for these poaitions,
Three years ago (he present imcumbents ob-
tained a considerably larger vote than their
associates on the Democoratio ticket, and
they owe their eleotion to their per-
sonal popu'arity, As they will probably
be renominated, the Republicans, if they
deaire to be successful, shov!d profit by the
lesson of the last campaign, and make nomi-
nations which will command vot only the fall
party strength, but win votes from the op-
posing organization, and thus make assurance
doubly sure.

The Mayor of Philadelphia is net en-
dowed with ss much control over her
munioipal affaira a8 is, in some
respects, desirable, but he is nevertheless
entrusted with many responsible dulies, and
it is highly important that he should possess
excellent administrative abilities, an un-
blemished oharacter, unimpeachable in-
tegrity, earnest devotion to the interests of
the city, and & thorough comprehension of
the workings of her complicated system of
government. A Mayor gifted with strong
personal influence could often render great
gservice by his recommendations in matters
which he cannot fully control; while in
the important department which is par-
ticularly wunder his exoclusive control, the
polics, he can render immense service by
gkilful and faithful attention to his duties,
or do a great deal of injury by selecting in-
efficient officers and by tolerating their de-
linquencies. It wonld be mno easy task to
gelect from the Republicans of Philadelphia
& man who, above all others, would be singn-
larly well fitted for the arduons and in some
reapeota peculiar duties of Mayor of this oity,
but the besat efforts of the party should be
made te ensure such a selection, and a candi-
date shounld be chosen in whom the ocity as
well as the party could justly impose implicit
confidence.

The office of Distriot Attorney is ssarcsly
less important. Iu some respects it is even
more important than that of Mayor. Every-
thing relating to the administration of the
eriminal law depends, in a large measure,
upon him. Jf ke is tainted with corruption,
or olosety affiliated with any class of evil-doers
he can give a broad license to orime, and per-
mit his favorites to go unpunished, despite
their commission of many glaring offenses.
In one sense justice should be blind, but this
is only a8 between man and man,
and not in the bad sense which wounld prompt
an official chosen to institute eriminal pro-
ocedings to wink at any class of dangerous or
outrageous offenses, The Republican parly
should be very careful to avoid the nomina-
tion of a osndidate who, from any reason,
would be indisposed to discharge his fall
duty without ‘‘fear, favor, or affection.” No
sort of entangling clliances between distriot
attornies and any ¢'azs of erimina’s should be
tolerated or countenanced. Every goodcitizen

compreherds the importance of keeping the
courts pure, and as an indispensable step
towards this end it is essential that the pross-
cuting officer who represents the sword of
justice hould be above suspicion and beyond
reproach; that he should, in short, be as wiss
as a seérpent yet as innocent as a dove.

THE COAL TROUBLES.
T'ux coal troubles are not yet over, but it is
to be hoped that a settlemont cannot be much
longer delayed. One of the promising sigus
of the times is the fact that, although the
miners who had commenoced working in one
of the mines near Scranton were servod with
“‘ooffin nolices” (which means that they were
threatened with death if they presnmed to
continue at work), a large und enthusiastio
mass meeting of citizens was held, at which
resolutions were ndopted deolaring that the
working winers must and would be protected

at all bazards. A powerful reaction is
apparently being developed against the
terrorism which haes Lhitherto rendered

the decrees of the W, B. A, emnbipotent, and
it is bigh time thal means should be dis-
coveredgo prevent that organization, or any
othern this Commonwealth, from compelling
thousands of men to spend monthsin idleness,
The nmwpire to whom the question of the sm-
ployment of threats snd force to interrupt
wining operations was submitted was clearly
and positively sganst  such dangerous,
damaging, and infawons tyrauny; and if law
and order are enforoed on this ome point,
coal operations will soon be resumed at many
works. Whatever else may be donme, or left
undone, im the adjustment of the
existing diffionlties, the principle should
be universally enforced that violenoe cannot
and must pot be resorted to
to stop work. Buoh proceedings involve a
wanton and oulrageous attack npon the labor
as well as the capital of the coal regions, and
at the same timeimpose nnnscessary and oner-
ous expenditures upon all coal consumers, and
the men who make sach attacks should not only
be cut off from all sympathy, but punished
85 dapgerous oriminals. The impunilty with
which they have committed similar

hezetofore has 50 mnch emboldened them
that they bhave  virtually established

THE JOINT HIGR COMMISSION.,

It ia reported from Washington that the Joint
High OCommission has prastically consladed
ita Iabors, the geneéral basis fer a sottlement
of all the matters in controversy between the
United States and England having been agroed
upon, and the delay in reduction of the con-
clusions of the commissioners totheformof a
treaty or convention being ocoasioned by the
non-arrival of the final response of the British
Government to the communications suhmit-
ted toit by its commissioners. The com-
mission is reported to bave agreed that the
adjudication amd award of the Alabama olaims
shall be left to a commission of jurists; that
the question of the ownership of San Juan
Island shall be gnbmitted to the arbitration
of some friendly powers, while the fishery
question and the navigation of the St. Law-
rence will be settled by a treaty. How
far the oonclusions of the Joint High
Commission will be satisfactory to the people
of the United States cannot be determined
until all the details of the convention are
mado known; but it is sincerely to be hoped
that the HBenate will exercise a jealous ocare
that our rights are not sacrificed to British
obstinaoy, as they have been on previous oo-
cosions, We are in a position Lo insist that
our demands shall be complied with to the
fullest extent, or else that matters shall
remain in their present nnsatisfactory condi-
tion until the English Government is ready
to come to terms. The English are far more
anx’ous to arrive at a setllement than we are,
and there is mo reason why we should not
avail ourselves of all our advantages, espe-
cially #8 we have demanded nothing but what
we nre striotly entitled to. The San Juan
difficulty grow out of a characteristioally
impudent Dritish attempt to interpret
a treaty, by whioch they practically gained
everything worth having, in such =a
manner as to obtain more than they were en-
titled to under its provisions; and the only
settle ment the United States should congent
to is the total relinguishment of all British
claims to the island. We bave already yielded
more in this gunarter than we ever should
bhave done, and there is no necessity whatever
that we should yield this point or even sab-
mit it to arbitration.

With regard to the Alabama olaims, the
proposed settlement may be satisfactory and
it muy not, If the English Government
acknowledges its responsibility and agrees to
pay the bill, a commission of jurists may per-
haps with propriely pass upon the validity
of the several claims and award the amounts
due to the sufferers, but an arbitration will
not satisfly the people of the United States
any better now than it would have done in
Reverdy Johnson's great dinner-eating days.

All right-minded men are of course anxions
to have the various matters of controversy
between the two countriea definitely settled
at as early a day as is possible; but as the
disgracefu. conduct of the English Govern-
ment and some of the most influential mem-
bers of its ruling classes got that country into
difficulty, the United States is not bound te

make any concessions for the sake of peace
and barmony, but is entitled in abso-

lute justice to demand a compliance
with its terms before there can be any
settlement. We make these remarks not to
prejudge the work of the High Commission,
but to put the public on their guard against
being deceived by soft words and specious

promises., The conclusions of the
commission should be rigidly sora-
tinized by the public as well as by the

Senate, for there must be no more misinter-
pretations of treaties and no more opportu-
nities for misunderstandings sach as have
oocurred with regard to San Juan Island and
the fisheries,

OBITUARY.

Carl Wilhelm, Composer of “The Watch
on the Rhine,”

The last mall from Europe brings intelligence
of the sudden death of Carl Wilhelm, whose
name will go down to posterity as the composer
of the music of '‘Die Wacht am Rhein,” the
grand national asthem which played soch a
consplcuous part In the recent struggle between
Germany and France, and which, Prince Bis-
marck 18 reported to have sald, alded the Ger-
mans in the late war more than a well-equipped
army of one hundred thousand men,

Herr Wilbelm retired one evening a fortnight
sgo In excellent health, and on the following
morning was found a corpse, his sudden death
having been the result of apoplexy. He was
born at Bchmalkalden,ln Thuringla,in 1815. From
his father, who was an organist by profession,
be recelved his first instroction in musie, his
studies belng continued at Cassel, in the
years 1834-86, under Baldeweln and Bott,
and also under the celebrated maestro, L.
Spobr. He further devoted himsslf to the study
of his art ot Frankfort-on-the-Main, under
Aloys Bchmidt, an admirable master of the
piano-forte, and at Offenbach under Herr A,
Andre, as teacher of counterpoint. In 1841 he
began life as a teacher of music at Crefeld,
where his talents were fully appreciated, and
where he was soon elected director of the
Bingacademie for mixed chorns and of the
Liedertafel. By his exertions the latter soclety
was ralsed toa degree of excellence equalling
that of any other in Germany. For twenty-
four years Wilhelm taught music at Crefeld,
and during this period he published about one
hundred compositlons, nearly all for the plano-
forte, and many of which have emjoyed great
popularity. Contloued ill-health enforced re-
tirement from bis duties as a teacher and direc-
tor, and finally, In 1865, he was obliged to re-
turn to his native town, where he continued to
reside up to the time of bis death. After his
retirement he produced but ome noteworthy
composition, a maguolficent chorus for wmale
volces, entitled ‘‘Wache auf, Desuatschland”
("Wake up, Germapy™), which has for its re-
frain the cbaracteristic line “Not a foot's
breadth of German soll shall ever become
French,"

“The Watch on the Rbine” was composed by
Wilbelm lu the year 1854. The aathership of
the words, for some time after the outbreak of
tbe recent war, Was in disputs, but It was
eventually proved estisfaclorily that they were
written by Max Bchneckenburger, s prosperous
merchant of Burgdsrf, who was born at Thal-
helm, Wartemberg, In 1819, and died in 1849,
several years before they were st Lo the stlrriog
straips of Wilkelm. “The Walch on the Rhine”
soou sitalned geueral popularity, and as loug

ago a8 1865 It was sald not only to have made
the round of land and sea, bul Lo have become
regularly establiehed as a palional song of Ger-
many. It was not, however, until
the ex-Emporor Napoleon III  made
his recklesa assanit upon the nationality
and unity of Germsany, that ‘“The Watch
on the Rhine” was taken np by the whole
Fatherland, and re-echoed throngh the fairest
portion of France by her armles, until It had
almost supplanted *What is the German's
Fartherland?” and T am a Prussian.” The pe-
culiarity of the struggle into which Germany
was drawn by the unprovoked assault of France
gave a singular significance to the words of the
song, and contributed to lts surprising popu-
larity, both at home and in the fleld. Pecull-
arlly appropriste to the greal Issue al stake as it
wag, Prince Blemarck did nol exaggerate its
influence nupon the epirit and endurance of the
army in the words referred to above.

Wilhelm lived long enough to reap a full mea-
gure of reward for his inspiriting and patriotic
stralns, His name was on the lips of every son
of the Fatherland, Queen Augusia cansed a
medal in his honor to be struck and presented
to him, and on the occasion of a visit which he
made to Berlin in Decomber last, he was the re-
cipient of a grand ovation In which all the
choristers of the Prussian eapltal joined.
